Reach down bathing trunks. Pad past the two 
boys who are asleep on old cheaterfield on the 
veranda, their toys and stuffed animals scattered 
around nearby. Their upstairs room was too hot. 

Passing by front of house, regretfully take 
note of peeling paint, ramshackle, spindly look of 
facade, and too many toys, lawn mowers, other 
oddments scattered about; boats still waiting to 
be caulked and launched. 

Water seems milk-warm up to the waist, but 
chilly at chest and arm-level. Then away, splosh- 
splosh. to a neighbor's wharf. 

Stop splashing for a while, and look along the 
smooth lake at eye-level. The water is green with 
the shadow of the trees and the million flecks of 
algae dusted through it. 

And there is a brilliant blue dragon-fly, riding 
a chip of wood, and a little further ahead, a young 
mallard duck fussing about. A kingfisher gives his 
rattling call and dives for a fish. 

Back at the starting point again, puffing and 
spluttering. Don’t swim enough: legs easily tired, 
wind shorter than it should be. A minute later, 
feeling fine. Leap around and do dome exercises. 
Remark that exercise is what a man needs. 

“You don’t look too well,” says Peggy, cook¬ 
ing breakfast. Suddenly realize you don't feel too 
well, either. Not used to flinging yourself around 
early in the morning. Retreat to bed for extra 15 
minutes’ nap, amid scornful laughter from Peggy.

Driving Into town, notice hitch-hikers bound 
for another lake, Thetis, with bathing suits.

Caption: "The test of religious faith, says a 
famous theologian, is whether It ran help us face 
Insecurity without despair and clarify the problems 
of our age." 

Old-fashioned test: “Is it true or false?” out of 
date now? Maybe It never was a proper test I 
don’t know. 

Niebuhr says: "Incidentally, most modem 
Biblical scholars take it for granted that Christ's 
resurrection was not a public event in the same 
sense as the crucifixion, but rather a spiritual ex¬ 
perience of his disciples, a symbol of the early 
Christian faith that Christ’s death represented the 
climax of a historical drama in which both the 
divine mystery and the human situation were 
definitively clarified.” 

This could be a statement of fact—or perhaps 
learned double-talk. 

Is religion turning into an elaborate plan for 
fooling ourselves? Its enemies will say it always 
was.

Don’t feel much like thinking today, even 
though right-wing Americans now say that think¬ 
ing is approved activity. 

News is full of Congo. Cuba, Nixon, Kennedy, 
Khrushchev, fallout and rockets. Back home soon, 
and try to write another piece. But what’s the use? 
Russians. Americans, both so rocket-happy that 
there might not be any readers surving, tomorrow.

Encouraging Trend 


*-pHE fact that the United States 
1 is ending the last fiscal year with 
a substantial surplus of revenues 
over outlays mill be welcome and 
encouraging news in governmental, 
finandal and commercial circles 
throughout the free world. President 
Eisenhower's review of the improved 
budgetary position at Washington 
will make for increased confidence 
in the Western capitals of Europe. 
It will also ad as check against 
latent inflationary pressures at home 
and help to stabilize prices at a time 
when such encouragement should go 
far to stimulate private endeavor 
after a period of some slowing down. 
In London, Paris, Bonn and Berne 
Mr. Eisenhower's report will answer 
affirmatively one of the questions 
which overseas capitals have been 
asking during the difficult transition 
in changing trade and fiscal patterns 
overseas. 

In Canada, the United States' 
strong budgetary position will be 
doubly welcomed. It implies that 


there need be no wild swing in our 
own economy, so closely related to 
that of our big neighbor to the south. 
When governments keep their wants 
within the limit of their revenues 
there is a reserve of strength wilh 
which to face the future. Canada's 
trade is so interwoven with American 
markets that it is extremely sensitive 
to changes across the border. A 
black-ink budget at Washington is 
a helpful and a healthy sign of better 
weather ahead. This should confirm 
Canada's own attitude with regard 
to monetary and other policies, and 
help to stimulate trade in a year 
when that will be very welcome. 

On the world plane this fresh 
assurance that the inflationary spiral 
—renewal of which has remained a 
threat over international commerce 
during the last few years—is reced¬ 
ing should have a stabilizing effect 
all around. The relief in European 
capitals over this steadying down of 
the United States’ domestic economy 
will be as sincere and genuine as in 
Canada. 


Raising the Pension 


*TTHE stumbling block to a 575 per 
* month old-age security pension 
is of course the cost. A flat increase 
acron the board over the present 555 
rate, according to the health minis¬ 
ter, would mean a percentage raise 
in the multiple taxes that finance the 
universal pension scheme. The secur¬ 
ity fund would be debited with a 
one-third increase amounting to some 
5226,000,000 a year. 

At least a substantial part of this 
amount would go to those who per¬ 
haps don't need it. The security 
pension is all-inclusive; there are no 
strings to it. The millionaire can 
draw it as well as the most indigent. 
This system has some merits; every 
recipient is deemed to have earned 
it and there is thus no discrimination. 
The rich person drawing the pension 
pays hack some of it in Income tax. 
which is an offsetting factor. The 
scheme's universal nature; also, gels 
rid of the objectionable means test 
principle. 

Yet if the security fund is to 
remain solvent there may have to 
be curbs applied. There is the hint 
of a graduated payment over and 
above the 555 for those in need. This 


would merely be a variation of the 
means test, one which in fact is of 
necessity applied in some provinces— 
B.C. leading in particular—where an 
addtional bonus is given those who 
require assistance over and above the 
$55 allowance. 

The health minister says the sub¬ 
ject of an increase is premature, but 
the matter cannot rest there. The 
pressures for a larger pension are 
increasing. The 555 allowance is 
inadequate even though the Diefen- 
baker regime has to its credit the 
boost it granted on assuming office 
two years ago. It is a question of 
finding ways and means without 
materially raising the security tax 
rates. 

One method would be to limit the 
old-age pension to those above a cer¬ 
tain income, perhaps $3,000 per an¬ 
num. Or alternately, pay it only to 
those not liable for income tax. Either 
method would invite some aspect of 
the means test, but in less objection¬ 
able form. The line may have to be 
drawn somewhere. There is also 
warrant for the idea of further study 
of a contributory pension scheme on 
the national scale beyond existing 
arrangements. 


Pre-Employment Training 


S OME rewarding resultsjjave come 
from the experiment of the 
Greater Victoria School Board with 
an initial pre-employment training 
class, designed to help youths leaving 
school and on the eve of taking up 
their first jobs. Though limited in 
size, the effort developed two im¬ 
mediate benefits. A number of boys 
so imDroved in their standing and 
attitude to school work that thev 
will remain to complete their high 
school education, with life-long ad¬ 
vantage to themselves. Other youths, 
who for various reasons wished lo 
start work, were prepared for that 
in a special piogram which rounded 
out their aptitudes and gave them 
a better chance of finding employ¬ 
ment successfully. 

The initial program involved a 
class of 28 vouths, 23 of whom fin¬ 
ished the whole course. The results 
in human terms were encouraging, 
and school authorities are consider¬ 
ing extending the program in future 
by additional classes for boys in dif¬ 
ferent age gtoups, and one for girls., 
This undertaking is the more 
worthwhile because it is being applied 


to those who are most in need of 
practical help and encouragement at 
one of the mast difficult transitions 
in their lives. Not all students are 
scholars. While many complete their 
high school education, there are 
others who grow discouraged and 
leave before they are really prepared 
for that. Special counselling and 
coaching at such a time is valuable, 
and productive as the initial test has 
demonstrated. 

Some misconceptions to the con¬ 
trary. most employers of young peo¬ 
ple starting in their first jobs are 
sincerely interested in them and wish 
to make a success of it. It helps a 
good deal when a young trainee 
starts with confidence in himself and 
a fair appreciation of what will be 
expected of him. Youths of school¬ 
leaving ages are not often fully 
matured, and it will always lie im¬ 
portant to guide and assist them t'o 
make the difficult transition with a 
measure of success. Personal inter¬ 
est in their particular problems cer¬ 
tainly is a first step. The initial 
classes conducted by the school board 
have proved their worth.

I T is difficult to escape the uncomfort¬ 
able conclusion that Nikita Khrush¬ 
chev has scored some important points in 
the last week in his all-out propaganda 
campaign against the United States. 

He has pressed forcefully his campaign 
to oust U.S. influence in Latin America, 
wherein he is being aided and abetted by 
Fidel Castro of Cuba. 

Then there also has been the incident 
of the U.S. Air Force RB 47 reconnais¬ 
sance plane shot down by Russia over 
the Barents Sea The latter is a point for 
Khrushchev only in that it long has been 
established that the truth seldom catches 
up to a big lie. 

Khrushchev was first in announcing 
that the plane had been shot down, and 
gave validity to his charge that it vio¬ 
lated Soviet air space by filing protests 
with the U.S., British and Norwegian 
governments. 


With a 24-hour head start, it is doubt¬ 
ful that equal effect will be achieved by 
the White House rejoinder that actually 
the U.S. plane was shot down over open 
seas in an attempt to create an inter¬ 
national Incident. 

The Latin American situation is more 
complex. Fitting perfectly into the Soviet 
scheme are the Cuban charges of U.S. 
aggression soon to be heard by the United 
Nations Security Council. 

No matter what the final disposition 
of the case, it is certain that the full 
facilities of Moscow radio will be used 
to beam to South America the Cuban side 
of the case.

With Cuba established as a base, 
Khrushchev extended his campaign. The 
U.S. Monroe Doctrine has outlived itself, 
outlived its usefulness and died a natural 
death." Khrushchev proclaimed. 

Unfortunately, his words will fall 
pleasantly on many Latin American ears. 


J EFFERSON echoed Plato when he 
said that all men are equal but of 
course they are not. either in brain¬ 
power or physique. 
It’s doubtful that 
these two gentle¬ 
men played to the 
same par, for 
example. 

And there's the 
little matter of 
clothes. 

Nikita Khrush¬ 
chev is credited 
with telling a story about the Czar 
and the bear who swam a river to¬ 
gether. When they reached the other 
side the Czar, having left his clothes 
behind, was challenged to prove he 
was the Czar. 

"In the bath." said Khrushchev, 
making his point; “there is no dif¬ 
ference between the Czar and Khru¬ 
shchev." 

The Czar is no longer with us. but 
his pictures don't paint him as short, 
bald and tubby. Either dressed up or 
in the bath he was certainly no twin 
of Khrushchev s. 

* * * 

What this story does remind us 
however is that man without clothes 
is much of a nonentity, a mere figure 
of speech. This is a startling thought 
for we are so fond of saying clothes 
don’t make the man we have come to 
believe it. 

A man’s a man for a’ that, etc. In 
fact he needs his clothes on. 

On the other side of the river the 
Czar was nonplussed, for his identity 
lay piled on the opposite hank. For 
ordinary mortals you must add the 
kind of paper officialdom demands 
of you. 

Man is born without his clothes 
and that should be his perfect state. 
Actually it's his nadir. When caught 
in his bath by his arch enemy, a Prus¬ 
sian twice his size even with high- 
heeled shoes on. Dick Hannay con¬ 
fessed his helplessness. 

If only he had had his clothes on - 
a mere covering without concrete 
value in the circumstance his morale 
would have been tops. He would have 
felt like a man. 

Those chaps who play tennis in 
shorts and nothing else must be very 
bold. 

Yet even with their shorts they’d 
be hard put to prove who they are. 
To a stranger anyway. 

There is a legend to the effect that 
Solomon once lost his kingly clothes 
and couldn’t be distinguished from 
the humblest of his subjects. 

★ „ * * 

Clothes, then, are all important. 
After all some people put them on 
merely to avoid being arrested. 

And even mal^ garb tells some- 
thing of its wearer, despite any mas- 
online belief that fashions don't mat¬ 
ter. 

It is thus very much the case that 
clothes make the man, all rhetoric to 
the contrary. Plus a fistful of docu¬ 
mentary evidence in support, al¬ 
though paradoxically the census man 
wiQ take your word for it when he 
calls at your door. 

But even as he jots down the data 
he will give the lie to Jefferson. Plato 
and Mr. Khrushchev. For each male 
householder will have a different 
name, a different job. a different fam¬ 
ily. a different address. . 

And if the census-taker interviews 
them in their haths he won’t find 
space to list their infinite physical 
variety. 

A man's clothes and his wallet, 
you see. is wh*t makes him come alive 
and be somebody, as well of course as 
making him socially acceptable. 


I T is an open secret that Defence 
Minister Pearkes is to be the 
next lieutenant-governor of British 
Columbia, come 
fall, but the secret 
ss to who is to be 
the next defence 
minister is not so 
open. 

The best bet 
seems to be Agri¬ 
culture M i n i s ter 
Douglas Harkness, 
even over the pres¬ 
ent associate defence minister, Pierre 
Se vigny. 

Defence is a—and perhaps even 
"the’’—most sensitive department of 
government. It is actually and poten¬ 
tially an area »f great and politically 
serious embarrassment to the admin¬ 
istration. Under Pearkes. defence 
policy has been a monumental mud¬ 
dle. This is not so much the fault 
of Pearkes as of the military uncer¬ 
tainties of the times. Yet the disturb¬ 
ing fact remains that the country’s 
defences are weaker they should 
be; weaker than they would be if 
the government had faced up to,£ard 
decisions. 

I felt from the start that Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker and Foreign 
Minister Green were indulging in 
wishful thinking about the prospects 
at Geneva. They miscalculated, they 
erred, and now they must-and we 
must -pay for their error. 

The payment may be costly and 
hasty equipment of the forces with 
modem weapons in the quantities the 
service chiefs say they need. The 
alternative is greater reliance on U.S. 
military power for our defences— 


perhaps a semi satellite status In 
which we maintain the facade of de¬ 
fence while the U.S. establishes its 
planes and missiles at bases in 
Canada. 

A disadvantage of the former 
course is cost. Finance Minister 
Fleming does not w'ant to spend the 
money lest he have to raise taxes or 
incur deficits. A disadvantage of the 
latter course, and one into which we 
are drifting by virtue of the govern 
ment’s procrastination, is a weaken- 
inging of our claim to be a fully sover¬ 
eign and independent state. The 
quality of our independence is cer¬ 
tainly strained, In the Shakespearian 
sense, when, outside of NATO, we 
have to depend so utterly on one 
neighbor to defend us against another 
neighbor. 

This is the * * fence dilemma, the 
backdrop against which the new de¬ 
fence minister- presumably 57-year- 
old Doug Harkness will perform. 

Why Harkness? Why not Sevlgny? 
Because the Job is too important, the 
situation too politically explosive, to 
be entrusted to a comparatively in¬ 
experienced and untried cabinet min¬ 
ister. 

Harkness. a wartime colonel, is a 
member of the new Tory Old Guard, 
the pre-1957 group of MPs. He has 
been an MP since 1945. Originally 
northern affairs minister in the first 
Diefenbaker cabinet, he was quickly 
shifted to the important agriculture 
portfolio, where he has done a fine 
Job on both policy and administrative 
sides. There are a few other poasi 
bilities for Pearkes’ job In the Old 
Guard, but Doug Harkness looks 
likeliest.

A Parallel 
With FDR

T HE intellectuals around Senator 
John F. Kennedy like to trace a 
parallel with Franklin D. Roosevelt 
They see his rise 
to power, including 
the selection of 
Lyndon 3. Johnson 
as his running 
mate, following the 
pattern of F.D.R. 

Roosevelt made 
a deal in the 1932 
c o n v e n tton that 
nominated him to 
take a Texan, John Nance Gamer, 
as his vice-president. Roosevelt had 
a brains trust and at the same time 
he had shrewd politicos doing the 
necessary with the Democratic or¬ 
ganizations. Similarly In the rich 
Kennedy stable there are horses for 
every purpose. 

When Roosevelt was inaugurated 
he faced a crisis such as few’ men 
In America’s history have confronted. 
With the last of the banks closing 
1 their doors, the economy had col¬ 
lapsed. But if Kennedy is elected 
president he will have to wrestle 
'frith problems at least as grave as 
any man who has occupied the White 
House in the past century. 


How is Kennedy equipped to face 
the task ahead, first the campaign 
end then, if he is elected, the ordeal 
of the presidency? 

He is a loner, a student of history 
with a strong sense of his own role 
In the history' of his time. Given this 
reservation that he is something of 
an enigma and likely to remain so - 
here is an effort to appraise the 
slender, almost boyish-looking’ man 
and the task he faces at the age 
of 43. 

Youth and stamina: On the score 
of drive and ambition to carry him 
through the physical punishment that 
lies ahead, there can be little doubt 
The issue of his wartime injury and 
his health was raised during the 
campaign, but as he has proved there 
Is extraordinary endurance in that 
lanky frame. 

Background: Here politics pre¬ 
sents two diametrically opposed 
views. The Republican picture is of 
a rich son of a rich father who set 
out to buy the presidency for his boy. 
This will be the note sounded by the 
opposition between now and Novem¬ 
ber, with emphasis bordering on con¬ 
tempt for one who has no right to 
presume in his inexperience to the 
highest office in the land. 

The fact is that he has had a 
diverse experience made possible in 
no small part by the wealth of his 
father, Joseph P. Kennedy. He was 
at his father’s side in the American 
Embassy in London at the outbreak 
of the Second World War as an active 
participant in the fearful course of 
events that saw Hitler ravage Europe. 
His experience in the war and in Con¬ 
gress are well known. 

* it it 

While he is a Roman Catholic his 
education was almost entirely outsids 
the church. Many of his own faith 
feel that he Is not a “good Catholic," 
that is to say. he has lived too much 
of his life outside the framework of 
the church’. His father sent both 
Jack and his older brother. Joseph P. 
Jr„ killed in the Second World War to 
London School of Economics to study 
under the late Harold Laski. a doc¬ 
trinaire socialist. 

Despite his strong stand on the 
separation of church and state, tho 
opposition will try to identify him 
with a Catholic background and with 
his father's philanthropies which 
have poured millions into Catholic 
charities. 

Judgment and conviction: In this 
area, which bears most directly on 
- the task ahead, there are doubts. 
Certainly he has shown that he can 
make up his mind on practical day to¬ 
day matters and on issues as they 
cut across voter prejudice. He has 
never been charged with the inde¬ 
cisiveness laid to Adlai Stevenson. 

But on conviction-commitment to 
belief, the passionate espousal of • 
cause -James MacGregor Burns, who 
has written the best political biogra¬ 
phy of the campaign which is on the 
whole friendly to Kennedy, stops 
short. Is his appeal to the mass of 
the voters simply glamour, youth, 
the romantic legend of the poor little 
rich boy who made good? Or is 
th^re hack of this appeal the solid 
conviction that speaks from the heart 
as well as the mind? 

The turbulent days ahead will tell. 
The romantic appeal of youth and 
his ability as a .campaigner may he 
enough to elect him. But in that 
other and far greater ordeal which 
lies beyond November he will, if he 
must face it. need all the judgment 
and conviction he can summon up.

Sud¬ 
bury and Port Arthur, vainly looking for a telephone 
booth to alert the next service station. 

If your reporter would have her way, all the treea 
along all the autobahns in our country would probably no 
longer hope for survival since they make such "excellent 
things to crash Into.” What a monstrous Idea. The more 
as it is said to hav# happened in Canada, too. that a care¬ 
less or reckless or impaired driver ended his journey at a 
tree.

Carden Notes 
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Plants Under Foot

Backyard garden* these days are 
taking on more and more the role of . 
outdoor living room, complete with 
barbecue, and to provide suitable 
sitting-out and entertaining space, ex¬ 
tensive use is being made of crazy 
paving. This has a rather harsh ap¬ 
pearance when the cracks between 
the slabs are cemented up and for my 
money it is a lot nicer to live with 
when the crevices are planted up with 
suitable carpeting plants. 

The choice of these plants depends 
very largely on the amount of foot 
traffic which is going to be passing 
over the crazy paving The comer 
areas of a patio, for instance, get 
stepped on only occasionally while, 
for a much-used path or the bit in 
front of the barbecue, plants must be 
chosen which are very dwarf and 
which will thrive under considerable 
trampling. 

♦ * * 

Among the kinds which stand up 
under foot traffic, about the best are 
the AntennaHas. ground - hugging 
plants which lie perfectly flat except 
when in bloom and which seem to 
enjoy being stepped on. Antennaria 


microphylla. sometimes called Pussy 
Toes is a little honey, with woolly 
white leaves hardly half an inch long, 
although the flowers aren’t much to 
look at. 

A grey leafed species producing 
little flower tassels of clear pink- in 
early summer is Antennaria cretica. 
Antennaria dioca rosea bears similar 
flowers, but the foliage is a close mat 
of brigh* green. Antennaria tomen- 
tosa is characterized by silver 
foliage and glistening, silk-like 
tassels. 

Probably the best known of our 
carpeting plants la Thyme, offering a 
grand variety of scents, flowers and 
foliage colors. While Thyme can’t 
take as much traffic as Antennaria. it 
is certainly muen more colorful and 
the aromatic fragrance of the crushed 
leaves is an added dividend. 

* * ★ 

Mother - of • thyme. Thymus ser- 
pyllum, is the one you see most com¬ 
monly, and hugs the ground more 
closely than any of the family. Sel¬ 
dom rising more than four inches 
above the stone, the evergreen leaves 
may he green, grey, white or varie¬ 
gated with yellow, depending upon 


variety. Most have tha typical aro¬ 
matic thyme fragrance, while one la 
lemon-scented. Flowers may be white, 
pink or red. 

An old favorite of mine is a tiny 
mint called Mentha Requienii. which 
heaiV little mauve flowers and give* 
off the scent of peppermint when 
you -step on it. Silene alpestris is 
good, bearing very small white stars 
over bright green foliage early in the 
summer. Gypsophila fratensis pro¬ 
duces a lovely soft, grey mat with a 
profusion of pink flowers in August. 
♦ * * 

Most of these require quite a bit 
of sun to perform satisfactorily but, 
for the shaded portions of the crazy 
paving there is Arenaria balearica. a 
rich green tufted plant dotted with 
Innumerable small white flowers In 
the spring. The Acaenas will grow 
either in sun or sh .-nd, quite apart 
from their attractiw foliage, they 
hear brightly colored prickly burrs 
in the autumn which add quite a lot 
to the appearance and interest of .the 
plant. 

Acaena microphylla has bronzn 
foliage, while A. buchanani Is a pale 
pea green shade.

Saucers ‘Saviour Myth’ 


ZURICH ( A P ) — In Kuesnacht, 
Zurich’s “intellectual auburb," stands 
a villa in a huge, untouched lakeside 
garden strewn with swans' nests and 
strange, totem like stone figures. 

It is the home of Dr. Carl Gustav 
Jung, one of the founding fathers of 
modern psychiatry - Some of the stone 
images were hewn by Dr. Jung 
himself. 

Dr. Jung celebrates his 85th birth¬ 
day July 26. He is the last survivor of 
a famous group which, during the last 
50 years, added new dimensions to 
man s view of himself and attacked 
his sunken world of irrational drives 
and impulsee with weapons of 
analysis. 

* * * 

Dr. Jung was an early associate 

of Sigmund Freud. He found world 

recognition as a neurologist who de¬ 
fined and refined many basic concepts 
of psychiatry, but for many years he 
has been a dissenter from the Freud¬ 
ian school of psychoanalysis. 

Now living in retirement at his 
Kuesnacht estate. Dr. Jung recently 
finished his memoirs. 

★ * * 

Hi* views concerning flying 
saucers some time ago caused a flurry 
of headlines — and some misunder¬ 
standing. 

Dr. Jung recognized the “unidenti¬ 
fied flying objects” as "archtypes.” 
These are irrational symbols of the 
human psyche which appear in 
dreams and may dominate daydreams 
as well. To the psychiatrist, they may 
become readily apparent in the be¬ 
havior of nebrotic or psychotic pa¬ 
tients. The archtypes signify con¬ 
cepts. urges and emotions, according

to Dr. Jung, which reach far beyond 
the individual’s life Into the nebulous 
future and mystic past of the human 
race. 

He ia convinced that in a world 
dominated by fear and by doctrines 
which offer the individual no means 
of understanding It. a great change 
of the human psychological situation 
Is imminent. 

Men. Dr. Jung holds, yearn for a 
redeemer. And the flying saucers rep¬ 


resent modern man's saviour myth 
and are today's most striking arch¬ 
types. 

Dr. Jung says that whether un¬ 
identified flying objects exist or not, 
the fact that so many people believe 
they saw them proves that man sub¬ 
consciously prays for a better, peace¬ 
ful world. 

He points to a parallel from the 
17th century. Then, during the great 
religious wars which divided the 
world as deeply as It is divided today, 
thousands of Europeans claimed they 
saw mysterious yellow discs revolving 
around the sun. They believed this to 
he a heavenly sign that the troubles 
were coming to an end 

Symbols, like the circle, the disc, 
the cube. Jung explains, have always 
been considered symbols of whole¬ 
ness. perfection, divinity. And so the 
flying saucers signified the soul's 
longing for a remedy it believes can 
come only from a divine universe 
“projected” into man's subconscious. 

There's no use in efforts to reform 
the world. Dr. Jung thinks, if the re- 
former does not start out with him¬ 
self. “The atom bombs are the symbol 
of man’s omnipotence." he has said, 
“and nothing Is more dangerous than 
man’s thinking he is omnipotent. It 
jeopardizes his mental halanee. His 
intellectual capacities are enormous, 
hut his psychological development has 
not kept pace. That explains the cur¬ 
rent epidemic of neurosis.” 

Man must look Into himself. Dr. 
Jung teaches, for only the individual 
without illusions about human nature 
can defy collectivism. Each “true” in¬ 
dividual influences man around him 
and so causes a slow, silent evolution 
of the human aoul.

Add a fresh 
pork hock, one good sized onion 
sliced, a few sprigs parsley 
and celery leaves, a dozen 
whole black peppers slightly 
crushed and one clove—do not 
salt till cooked. 

Cover with water and cook 
until meat falls from bones. 
Remove mea* and strain broth. 
Boil down to one cup. Dice the 
meats and add to broth—do 
not skim as the fat will rise 
to top when molded and make 
a perfect seal for the meat. 

Season with salt and pepper 
and about 4 tap. sage or ore¬ 
gano. Pour into molds and re¬ 
frigerate-watch it disappear 
as s spread for plain bread and

Pierre Wigny, the Belgian 
foreign minister, and Ambas¬ 
sador Henry Cabot Lodge of 
the United States said the Bel¬ 
gians should not pull out until 
sufficient UN troopa had ar> 
rived to ensure public order. 

Both Thomas Kanza, minis¬ 
ter-delegate of the Congo, and 
the Soviet deputy foreign min¬ 
ister, Vasily V. Kuznetsov, con¬ 
tended that Belgium was 
guilty of aggression.

Kuznetsov accused Belgium 
colonialists of “strangling and 
dismembering” the Congo, 
which achieved its indepen¬ 
dence June 30. 

Lodge, referring to reports 
that the Congo government of 
Premier Patrice Lumumba 
had threatened to seek Russian 
military aid, said the U.S.

“Because there are so many 
poisons about, each with Its 
own remedy or antidote, we 
can't give anyone comprehen¬ 
sive answer to a telephoned 
problem. That's why we need 
all possible Information—and 
the sample brought in. 

“One of two things may be 
given the victim with safety: 
milk or egg-white. In some

"Parents of small children 
should be reminded to keep 
•U chemicals well out of 
reach. 

"This naturally applies aso 
to all poisons used Indoors, 
and to medicines.

Lightning Just Too Much for Famous Gun 


Soviet Aid Asked 
To Oust Belgians 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Van- 
eouver’s famous nine o'clock 
gun Just hasn’t been the same 
since It was accidentally trig¬ 
gered by lightning last month. 

The gun took its own sweet 
time firing Tuesday night. By 
th* time the gun fired. It waa 


100 minutes past th* 9 p.m. 
appointed hour. 

The harbor board said a wir¬ 
ing defect was responsible. 

The gun Is fired by a signal- 
man on Lions Gate Bridge 
who presses a button that 
triggers the Stanley Park 
timepiece. 


The signalman pushed the 
button at I p m. Tuesday. 

Nothing happened. 

At 10.40 p.m. the gun fired 
Itself. 

On June 20, an electrical 
storm triggered the gun acci¬ 
dentally On that occasion It 
went off in the early after¬ 


noon and failed to fire at 

night 

A few days later It failed to 
fire. But that time It was be- 
cause the signalman waa so 
busy he forgot to push th* 
button. 

The gun was repaired again 
Wadnesday.

He warned in Ellas 
bethvtlle that Katanga troops 
will fight If necessary to pre¬ 
vent UN troops moving Into 
the copperrich province. 



Pierre Wlgny, the Belgian 
foreign minister, and Ambas¬ 
sador Henry Cabot Lodge of 
the United States said the Bel- 
glan* should not pull out until 
sufficient UN troops had ar¬ 
rived to ensure public order. 

Both Thomas Kanza, minis- 
ter-delegate of the Congo, and 
the Soviet deputy foreign min¬ 
ister, Vasily V. Kuznetsov, con¬ 
tended that Belgium was 
guilty of aggression. 
■STRANGLING' 

Kuznetsov accused Belgium 
colonialists of "strangling and 
dismembering" the Congo, 
which achieved its indepen¬ 
dence June 30. 

Lodge, referring to reports 
that the Congo government of 
Premier Patrice Lumumba 
had threatened to seek Russian 
military aid, said the UJL 
would do what it could to "pre¬ 
vent the Intrusion of any mili¬ 
tary forces not required by th* 
Ualttd Nations." 
OBSTRUCTING 

He charged the Soviet Union 
with trying to bring the cold 
war into Africa and said Mow 
cow was attempting to ob¬ 
struct UN efforts to restore 
order. , 

Wlgny charged mutinous 
Congolese soldiers with numer¬ 
ous atrocities against Belgian 
citizens. 

He said the government of 
Premier Patrice Lumumba 
was powerless to raitor* 
order. 

VIOLATIONS 

Thomas Kanza. minister- 
delegate of the Congo, said 
Belgium had three times vio¬ 
lated the treaty of friendship 
by sending troops into th* 
young African nation. 

"The Congo Is not agalnat 
Belgium," Kanza said, but th* 
only way friendly relations 
can be restored is by an end 
to “the aggesslve actions of 
the Belgian troops in the 
Congo" and their immediate 
withdrawal. 

■SACRED DUTY* 

Wlgny aald the Belgian 
troops were sent' to the Congo 
"solely because It was our 
sacred duty to safeguard th* 
lives of our citizens." 

Wtgney quoted at length 
from the report of the Belgian 
commission of Inquiry Into al¬ 
legations that Congolese sol¬ 
dier* had raped Belgian 
women.
